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Another  important  and  much-ueeded 
addition  to  the  resources  of  Santos  has 
been  111a.de  with  the  inauguration,  a  few 
days  ago,  of  a  first-class  hotel  of  vast 
proportions  and  beautiful  design,  such 
as  Sao  Paulo  does  not  possess  a  superior 
and  even  Rio  can  only  boast  of  one  or 
two  better.  Erected  on  one  of  the  fin- 
est bathing  beaches  of  the  city  it  will 
shortly  become  the  mutual  residence  of 
hundreds  of  people  from  all  parts  of  the 
state,  who  seek  Santos  during  the  win- 
ter as  a  refuge  from  the  co-Id  weather  of 
Sao  Paulo,  and  all  the  year  round  for 
bathing  purposes. 

To  become  one  of  the  "centering  pla- 
ces* of  Santos  it  only  awaits  the  com- 
pletion of  one  of  the  two  avenues 
previously  referred  to,  on  which  it  de- 
pends for  easy  communication  with  the 
city  and  the  railway. 

This  new  hotel,  together  with  the 
already  famous  and  well-patronised  es- 
tablishment of  Guaruja  on  the  island  of 
Santo  Amaro  (  within  40  minutes  of  the 
city)  which,  founded  in  1893,  has  re- 
cently been  re-built  on  a  greatly  im- 
proved and  extended  scale,  forming 
with  its  numerous  dependencies,  almost 
a  small  town,  has  furnished  Santos 
with  all  the  facilities  and  accommodation 
required  as  a  first-rate  sea-side  resort. 

Having  thus  given  an  idea  of  the  im- 
provements and  progress  of  the  city  of 
Santos  we  next  propose  to  treat  of  its 
municipal  affairs  and  finances. 

When  in  1889  the  federal  republic 
displaced  the  monarchy  in  Brazil  every 
effort  was  made  by  the  new  government 
to  enact  laws  which  would  give  to  the 
states  and  municipal  districts  full  powers 
of  perfect  autonomy  in  the  administra- 
tion of  their  affairs.  The  natural  con- 
sequence of  this  was  that  most  of  the 
municipalities,  unprepared  for  such  a 
concession,  did  not,  and  could  not,  fully 
comprehend  the  responsibilities  of  their 
new  position.  Even  thus,  much  can  be 
said  in  favor  of  the  Santos  municipality 
as  an  exception  to  the  general  rule,  as 
can  be  judged  by  a  perusal  of  the  re- 
ports and  other  documents  giving  an 
account  of  its  administration  during  the 
hist  few  years. 

The  annex  No.  9  of  the  report  for 
last  year  is  very  instructive  on  this 
point,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
table  :

conclusions  can  be  drawn  : 

1  st.  That  in  every  year,  with  the 
exception  of  1890,  the  actual  income 
has  been  larger  than  the  estimated  one. 

2nd.  That,  beginning  with  i8;i  , 
there  has  every  year  been  a  surplus  of 
income  over  expenditure. 

3rd.  That,  during  the  decade  of 
1888  to  1898  the  income  has  increased 
6.32  times,  or,  011  an  average,  about 
63  °/0  every  year  over  the  preceding 
one. 

By  an  examination  of  the  condensed 
budget  we  see  that  only  useful  and 
necessary  items  of  expenditures  are  con- 
tained in  it  and,  also,  that  while  the 
municipality  of  Sao  Paulo  spends  more 
than  2 1  "/,,  of  its  total  revenue  in  paying 
the  salaries  of  its  employes,  and  that  of 
Rio  more  than  32  °/0  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, that  of  Santos  used  only  16  n/0  of 
its  revenue  for  this  service  in  1896,  and 
in  1897  this  was  still  further  reduced  to 
9  %■ 

In  the  year  1S88  the  municipality  rais- 
ed a  gold  loan  of  JE  100.000  with  the 
firm  of  J.  Henry  Schroeder  &  Co.,  of 
Loudon,  through  the  agency  of  Hol- 
worthy-  Ellis  &  Co.,  at  6  °/„  yearly 
interest  and  redeemable  within  the  term 
of  30  years.  The  proceeds  of  this  loan 
were  received  in  Brazil  with  the  ex- 
change rate  at  about  27  d.  and.  at  first. 
only  required  a  yearly  expenditure  n[ 
fifty-live  contos  of  reia  to  pay  tin.-  inter- 
est and  amortisation.  The  exchange 
rate  having  fallen  gradmlly  but  steadily 
since  1S90  this  expenditure  has  proper- 


tioiially   increased   until,    from    (he   55 
eoutos  paid  in  iSSS  it  rose  to  218  conta'*- 
in  1897,  all  the  payments   having  been 
duly  made  with  the  greatest  punctual- 
ity, which,   however,  does  not  signify 
any   sacrifice,   as   the  revenue  also  rose 
gradually,  so  that  in   1N97   it  shewed  an 
increase    of    1,716  contos   over   that  of 
1888.     This   punctuality,    coupled  with 
the  honest  and  intelligent  administration 
of  the  affairs  of   the   municipality,    has 
gained  for  the  council   such   a   good  re- 
putation   for    integrity    and     reliability 
that  the  firm  which   negotiated  the  for- 
mer loan  has  offered  to  raise    a  new  one* 
for  a    still  larger  amount  and    on  more 
favorable  terms.     Furthermore,  to  shew 
the  confidence  enjoyed    by    the   munici- 
pality in  the   London    market,    we   may 
state  that  while   Brazilian  government 
and  other  bonds  are  quoted  on  it  much 
below    their   nominal   value,   I  he  Santos 
municipal  loan   stands   at   a  /?;,-   points 
above  par.     It   is   not   however   in   tin- 
London  market    alone  that    such  confi- 
dence exists  ;     in  Santos  also   the  credit 
of  the  municipality  is  so  well  establish- 
ed that  it  has  received  offers    from    one 
of  the   banks   and   from   more  than  one 
important  financial    house   to    raise    the 
netLSsan    funds  for  the  municipality  U> 
execute  the  complete  sanitary  works  of 
the  city  in  accordance   with  the  plans  of 
the  great  American   engineer  Professor 
Fuertes.     Had  these  offers  been  accept- 
ed the   works   would    now   be    in  a    far 
advanced  stage,  but  as  it   is.   the  muni-  I 
eipaht-    is   prudent h     vailing   for   the 
state  government   to  fulfil    its   promise 
to  execute  them. 

Besides  the  gold  loan  already  men- 
tioned the  only  other  loan  contracted 
by  the  municipality  was  a  small  local 
one  of  200  contos  [reduced  last  year  to  i 
150  contos)  and  provision  for  the  entire  | 
extinction  of  this  is  made  in  the  budget  i 
for  the  current  year. 

With  reference  to  the  exceptional 
position  of  Santos  as  regards  its  local 
resources  and  wealth,  per  head  of  pop- 
ulation, we  would  state  that,  although 
the  scale  of  its  municipal  taxes  is  little 
higher  than  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  (capital 
of  the  Union)  and  than  in  S.  Paulo 
(capital  of  the  most  important  state), 
still  its  income,  in  proportion  to  its 
population,  is  almost  three  times  as 
great  as  that  of  either  of  those  two  ci- 
ties, as  can  be  seen  from  their  revenues 
for  1897  and  their  respective  estimated 
populations,  given  below  :

In  concluding  this  short  and  incom- 
plete description  of  the  municipal  affairs 
and  of  some  of  the  most  important 
works  of  improvement  in  progress  in 
the  city  of  Santos  since  1888,  we  may 
confidently  hope  that,  if  it  progress  in 
the  future  at  the  same  rate  as  it  has  in 
the  past  decade,  we  shall  see  it  within  a 
few  years  more  occupying  the  position 
of  one  of  the  best  and  most  important 
cities  of  Brazil, — a  position  to  which  its 
extensive  commerce  and  natural  advan- 
tages give  it  a  legitimate  right.

liKFORJv  deciding  that  a  percentage 
of  customs  receipts  shall  be  payable  in 
gold,  congress  should  think  well  of  the 
difficulties  which  will  be  raised.  An 
extra  number  of  employes  will  be  re- 
quired in  the  custom-house,  greater 
delays  in  dispatching  merchandise  will 
follow,  and  the  tariff  will  be  greatly 
increased.  These  are  obstacles  to  trade, 
and  will  tend  to  restrict  importation, 
whereas  the  best  interests  of  the  treas- 
ury demand  that  importation  shall  be 
increased.  In  our  opinion  it  would  be 
better  to  defer  action  until  another  year 
and  appoint  a  commission  to  draw  up  a 
new  tariff  based  wholly  on  gold  values. 
The  whole  revenue  from  imports  can 
then  be  collected  in  gold,  without  un- 
necessary complications  and  without 
increasing  the  taxes.  We  are  not  op- 
posed to  the  collection  of  duties  in  gold, 
but  at  the  same  time  we  consider  that  it 
would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  collect 
them  on  currency  values  and  rates. 


In  any  scheme  for  a  new  system  of 
government  for  this  city,  three  purposes 
should  always  be  borne  in  mind  : — 
economy,  simplicity  and  efficiency. 
Whether  the  municipality  shall  be 
administered  by  the  federal  government, 
or  by  an  elective  council,  these  desiderata 
should  never  be  forgotten.  Light  -tax- 
ation will  insure  more  comfort  and 
greater  content  among  the  masses,  and 
the  other  two  will  not  only  contribute 
toward  this  economy,  but  will  iusura 
good  government.  In,  our  opinion  the 
political  element  should  be  eliminated 
from  municipal  administration.  In  the 
United  States,  it  has  been  the  source  of 
incalculable  evil,  for  it  has  imposed 
foreign  burdens  on  the  municipal  tax- 
payer by  making  city  elections  contri- 
bute to  the  schemes  of  national  political 
parties,  and  it  has  led  both  to  corrupt 
practices  and  to  extravagance.  For  all 
practical  purposes  a  city  should  be  gov- 
erned on  business  lines  only,  and  its 
employes  should  be  governed  by  exactly 
the  same  rules  that  would  be  applied  in 
a  large  business  establishment.  Water, 
gas,  drainage,  police,  docks,  street- 
cleaning,  paving,  and  all  such  matters 
have  nothing  whatever  to  elo  with  pol- 
itics. The  tax-payers  want  their  work 
done  well,  and  they  want  to  pay  no 
more  than  a  fair  price  for  it.  They 
want  their  occupations,  property  and 
lives  protected,  and  they  wish  to  have 
full  liberty  iu  the  management  of  their 
private  affairs.  The  municipal  gov- 
ernment can  guarantee  all  these  with- 
out an  elaborate  political  organization 
and  an  army  of  employes.

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■was  given  on  Sunday  afternoon  Inst  when  she 
gave  a  concert  in  the  Salao  do  Instiluto 
Nacional  de  Musica,  and  bore  almost  the  whole 
brunt  of  a  fine  programme  on  her  own  capable 
shoulders.  The  whole  concert  was  a  feast  of 
music  and  a  flow  of  sweetest  song  that  was 
enthusiastically  received  .by  a  most  appre- 
ciative audience,  amongst  whom  we  were 
pleased  to  see  several  English  and  American 
lovers  of  classic  music.  The  programme  itself 
-was  in  keeping  with  the  high  standard  of  its 
contents,  being  got  up  in  exquisite  taste  and 
containing  the  words  of  th-  songs.  This 
latter  particular  might  well  be  copied  by  our 
amateurs  when  next  giving  a  concert  such  as 
that  alluded  to  in  the  beginning  of  this  notice. 
The  concert  began  (it  2  p.m.  with  an  aria 
from  Gluek's  opera  of  alpliigdnien  by  .Mile 
Marlitt,  in  which  both  in  recitahvo  and  aria 
lier  voice  rang  pure  and  sweet  and  true  in 
every  note  through  the  admirably  adapted 
hall,  and  one  at  least  in  the  audience  discovered 
that  the  singer  had  dramatic  powers  of  a  high 
order,  the  more  evident  from  the  superb  man- 
ner in  which  they  were  restrained  on  the 
concert  stage.  Sr.  Luis  Amabile  proved 
himself  a  master  of  the  piano  in  a  Romance  by 
A.  Napoleao  aiul  again  in  a  Valse  cliromatique 
by  Godard,  but  the  latter  was  a  series  of 
chromatic  rushes  without  any  waltz,  and 
was  rather  a  linger  exercise  of  a  difficult 
order  than  a  piece"  of  music.  Owing  to  the 
regretted  absence  of  Sr.  Carlos  de  Carvalho  a 
change  had  to  be  made  in  the  first  part  of  the 
programme,  but  Mile  Marlitt  ahlv  filled  the 
gap  with  a  dainty  little  Cierman  ballad,  the 
name  of  which  was  not  generally  caught.  In 
the  second  part,  Mile  Marlitt  sang  no  less 
than  six  pieces  without  seeming  to  feel  the 
effort  in  the  least ;  song  appearing  to  come  as 
naturally  to  her  throat  as  to  that  of  the 
nightingale.  Rut  in  the  intervals  she  was 
well  supported  by  Sr.  A.  Napoleao  on  the  piano 
and  by  Sr.  Hube'rto  Milano  on  the  violin.  In 
our  opinion  the  best  items  in  the  second  part 
were  the  singing  of  Schubert's  «KrlUonig» 
in  which  Mile  Marlitt  showed  her  dramatic 
iutensitv  in  portraying  the  fright  of  the  boy  in 
the  lines:

which  she  exquisitely  sang,  French,  German, 
Italian  and  Portuguese,  Mile  Marlitt  proved 
herself  as  accurate  a  linguist  as  she  was  gifted 
as  a  singer.  We  hope  one  day  to  hear  her 
sing  «  Auld  Robin  Gray, »  ((The  meeting  of 
the  waters,"  "Massa's  in  the  cold,  cold  ground)] 
or  ((Home,  sweet  home, »  when  our  diva 
would  create  a  furore  amongst  our  English 
and  American  communities.
